PHINQ).

DID NOT PLEDGE EITHER COUNTRY TO ANY SPECIFIC COURSE

UNCLASSIFIED 
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SAYING HE WAS IMPRESSED BY SENSITIVITY OF SPEECH IN 
TERMS OF ITS APPEAL TO JAPANESE PEOPLE. WH CORRESPONDENTS 
SAID IT WAS PRES’ MOST SUCCESSFULLY DELIVERED SPEECH 
SINCE HE TOOK OFFICE. 

HOWEVER, WHILE MANY JAPANESE SAID THEY WERE IMPRESSED 
BY PRES" CHARM AND SENSITIVITY, OTHERS EXPRESSED 
DISSATISFACTION WITH JOINT COMMUNIQUE, WHICH FAILED 
TO MENTION CONTROVERSIAL QUESTION OF WHETHER OR NOT 
US SHIPS HAVE BEEN CARRYING NUKES INTO JAPANESE PORTS. 

SOME POWERFUL BUSINESS LEADERS ALSO SAID THEY REMAINED 
WARY OF US PRESSURE TO CONFRONT ARAB OIL PRODUCERS, 

DESPITE US ASSURANCES THAT US DOES NOT WANT CONFRONTATION 
EITHER. 

GLOBE'S STORIN VIEWS VISIT AS HAVING "CLEARLY 
SWEETENED AN IMPORTANT RELATIONSHIP SOURED DURING THE 
FIRST BLUSH OF DETENTE WITH CHINA;" PRESS CLUB SPEECH 
AND JOINT COMMUNIQUE GAVE CLEAR MESSAGE IN THIS REGARD. 

US PLEDGED ECON COOPERATION AND PROMISED PRIOR COMMUNICA- 
TION ON IMPORTANT US INITIATIVES. AS FOR CONSULTING 
ON MAJOR US POLICY DISCUSSIONS, HAK ANNOUNCED HE 
WILL RETURN TO BRIEF JAPANESE LEADERS AFTER FORD 
BREZHNEV MEETING AND AFTER HIS JOURNEY TO PRC. STORIN 
NOTES AMONG NEGATIVES IN PRES’ TRIP, FACT THAT VISIT 
OCCURRED WHILE TANAKA'S FUTURE WAS IN GRAVE DOUBT; 

AND VISIT SEEMED TO HAVE LEFT AS A NAGGING CHARADE - 
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AT LEAST TO THE GENERAL PUBLIC - QUESTION OF WHETHER US 
BRINGS WARSHIPS INTO JAPANESE PORTS WITH NUKES ABOARD. 
CITES JSP LEADER ISHIBASHI, IN MEETING WITH FOREIGN 
REPORTERS, THAT NUCLEAR ISSUE REMAINS SOURCE OF DISTRUST 
BETWEEN US AND JAPANESE PEOPLE. CONCLUDES THAT OVERALL, 
VISIT HAS BROUGHT US-JAPAN RELATIONS A LONG WAY FROM 
MID- 1971 WHEN JAPANESE WERE LEFT IN NIXON'S BACKWASH 
AS HE ANNOUNCED PLANS FOR PRC VISIT. 

CDN (NOV 18) EXPRESSES SOME RESERVATIONS ABOUT TRIP 
AT THIS TIME, NOTING THAT SEVERAL THINGS HAVE CHANGED 
SINCE VISIT FIRST PLANNED. HAZARDS, BOTH POLITICAL 
AND PHYSICAL, IN JAPAN, SK AND VLADIVOSTOK HAVE 
INCREASED TO POINT WHERE WISER COURSE MIGHT HAVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BEEN TO PUT OFF ASIAN SWING UNTIL LATER; AND VICE 
PRESIDENTIAL OFFICE IS UNFILLED. BUT CONCLUDES 
ALL DOUBTS AND FEARS WILL BE QUICKLY FORGOTTEN IF 
PRES RETURNS WITH GOALS ACHIEVED. 

CDN'S LISAGOR (NOV 18), NOTING SOME CRITICS CONTEND 
THAT TRIP MAY BE ILL-ADVISED, ILL-TIMED AND RISKY, 

REPORTS HAK’S STATEMENTS JUSTIFYING VISIT AS WELL AS 
RELATED KOREA STOPOVER. LISAGOR SAYS PARK GOVT'S 
REPRESSIVE MEASURES TROUBLE CRITICS HERE; BUT DIPLOMATIC 
SOURCES ARE LESS CONCERNED ABOUT THIS THAN 
POSSIBILITY NK MIGHT BE TEMPTED TO TAKE ANOTHER CRACK 
AT SK IF THEY THOUGHT US CONNECTION WEAKENED. LISAGOR 
SAYS FORD-BREZHNEV MEETING HAS BECOME CHIEF FEATURE 
OF TRIP, AND NOTES THAT HAK WILL THEN VISIT PEKING, 

BOTH TO ADVANCE RELATIONS AND PURSUE HIS EVEN-HANDED 
APPROACH TO COMMUNIST RIVALS. 

LAT’S ABRAMSON NOTES HAK SAYING THAT US-JAPAN EXCHANGE 
"HAS BEEN AS CANDID, AS FRANK, AND AS CONSTRUCTIVE AS 
ANY I HAVE ATTENDED SINCE I HAVE BEEN IN WASHINGTON, AND 
HAS HAD THE MOST POSITIVE RESULTS.' ACCORDING ABRAMSON, 
THIS ASSESSMENT, COMING AT END OF MEETING CONSIDERED 
BY OBSERVERS MAINLY CEREMONIAL BAPTISM OF PRES AS 
INTERNATIONAL DIPLOMAT AND ACKNOWLEDGED BY OFFICIALS AS 
HEAVY ON SYMBOLISM, WAS SURPRISING - ESPECIALLY SO 
BECAUSE HAK IS MAN KNOWN FOR PRECISE LANGUAGE. HAK

10. CHINA 

PROMPTED BY HAK'S UPCOMING VISIT TO PEKING, CSM’S 
SCHMIDT TAKES MEASURE OF EXPECTATIONS. CITES AMERICAN 
ANALYSTS AS PROVISIONALLY BELIEVING THAT PRC IS LIKELY 
TO STICK WITH DETENTE, INTO EARLY 1980S. BASIS FOR 
ASSESSMENT IS THAT IT WILL TAKE CHINA AT LEAST DECADE 
TO BUILD UP NUCLEAR POWER TO POINT WHERE SHE CAN 
CHALLENGE, ALTHOUGH HARDLY RIVAL, WASHINGTON AND 
MOSCOW. WHILE NO IMMEDIATE CHANGE IN CHINESE POLICIES 
EXPECTED, HAK WILL BE ON LOOKOUT FOR ANY INFO ON YOUNGER 
CHINESE LEADERS WHO MIGHT EVENTUALLY SUCCEED MAO AND 
CHOU. HE IS EXPECTED TO VISIT CHOU AND WILL PROBABLY 
BE RECEIVED BY MAO, BUT IS EXPECTED TO DEAL PRINCIPALLY 
WITH TENG HSIAO-PING, ACTING IN CHOU'S PLACE, AND 
CHIAO KUAN-HUA. AMERICANS DEALING WITH PRC ARE LIKELY 
TO FEEL ABARRIER GENERATED BY CHINESE INSISTENCE THAT 
PRACTICAL AND EVEN CULTURAL CONTACTS SHALL NOT DILUTE 
POLITICAL PURITY OF REVOLUTIONARY IDEOLOGY. CHINESE 
OVERLOOKING "FOR NOW" 5 HE AFFRONT THEY ARE KNOWN TO 
FEEL OVER CHOICE OF VLADIVOSTOK FOR FORD-BREZHNEV 
MEETING BECAUSE THEY DO NOT WANT ANYTHING TO INTERFERE 
WITH DEVELOPMENT OF US PRC RELATIONS. WHILE SOVIETS 
REMAIN, FROM CHINESE VIEWPOINT. THE MAIN THREAT, IN 
LAST FEW MONTHS TENDENCY HAS BEEN TO DF, -EMPHAS IZE 
IMMEDIACY OF THREAT. CHINESE PRESS POLEMICS AGAINST 
USSR CONTINUE AT HIGH LEVEL, BUT MORE SERIOUS CHINESE 
JOURNALS SPEAK OF POSSIBILITY OF NEW NONAGGRESSION 
TREATY WITH SOVIETS. THINKING BEHIND TALK IS THAT FOR 
NEXT DECADE CHINA WILL REMAIN MILITARILY INFERIOR TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUPERPOWERS AND MUST MAKE PRACTICAL ACCOMMODATIONS TO
